THE LEGISLATURE. 


No Business of Im por.ance T tansacted 
Y esterday—The Usual Kush of Bills. 
There was no im portant businesj transacted in 
the Legislature yesterday, bu t there was the U9uai 
ru3h of bills and resolutions. 
The Senate m et a t 1:30 P. m., President pro tem. 
Del Valle in the chair. 
Vrooman p*esentcd a petition from the Regents of 
the State University, asking for various appropri- 
a ions of money to m eet the want3 of tho Univer­ 
sity. The total am ount asked for is $57,800. 
Also, 
a petition from the Board of Trustees of the town of 
Berkeley, asking for an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion striking out the first sentence of Section 19 of 
Article XI. 
Also, one to the same effect from the 
City Council of the city of Oakland. 
McClure presented a resolution, adopted by* the 
Board of Supervisors of S in Franc:sco, asking the 
Legislature to propobe an amendment to the Consti­ 
tution to the same effect. 
Wolfskid, from the Committee on Agriculture, 
reported back favorably, with amem:mente, S. Ii. 
2, to prevent the spreading of fruit and fruit- 
tree pests, and to establish a state Board of H orti­ 
culture. 
Perry introduced a bill authorizing and directing 
the State Board of H arbor Commissioners to reduce 
or abolish the rate of pilotage, wharfage and tolls. 
Chandler introducid a very im portant bill in the 
interest of farmers* co-operative associations, and 
all other corporations dcsiricg to incre so or de­ 
crease their business. 
It amends the Civil Code so 
th at any corporation may increase or decrease its 
business by a vote of two-thirds of the stockholders 
ar.d filing notice of such change with the County 
Clerk and Si cretary of State. 
Thi3 relieves corpo­ 
rations from the trouble and expense of disincor­ 
porating ami reincorporating, in order to increase 
or decrease their business. 
Reddy iutrrdcced a bill making it unlawful for 
any person or corporation owning or operating any 
railroad to use stoves or fire in passenger cars for 
the purpose of heating them . 
It provides tliat 
they shall furnish steam or other means of heating. 
Fixes a penalty of from $20,000 to $50,000. 
Reddy also introduced a bill making mechanics’ 
liens for work dene upou mines good against all the 
property of th e company. 


Code, making it the duty of every railroad com­ 
pany to hire a brakeman for each car, who shall re­ 
main upon the car while the locomotive is detached 
for any purpose, and making tho corporation liable 
for all damages. 
Also a bill making it a misde­ 
meanor for any brakeman to leave a car while tho 
locomotive engine is de:ached. 
If logs of life re­ 
sults from such neglect ho is guilty of felony. 
Johnson introduced a bill to provide for th e re­ 
funding of certain indebtedness of the State. 
Kelly of San Francisco introduced a bill fixing the 
salary of the Chief Executive Viticultura! Officer at 
$25 a m onth, and th at he shall pay his own travel­ 
ing expenses. 
Steele introduced a bill to rcp al the law fixing 
the fees and salaries of certain officers in the CDuniy 
of San Luis Obispo. 
Cox (by request) introduced a bill appropriating 
$4,031 35 to pay the claim of John O. Brown for 
m aterial furnished by him in the construction cf 
the Branch State Prison at Folsom. 
Ilarrigan introduced a bill to regulate the busi­ 
ness of savings banks. 
[Among other things, it 
compels them to publish 
monthly statem ents, 
showing all deposits, dividends, etc. ] Also a bill fix­ 
ing the pay of watchman at the State Capitol at 
$125 a mouth. 
Kelly of Solano introduced a bill declaring all 
placer mines worked by hydraulic power, the tail­ 
ings, debris, d jtritus or refuse m atter of which are 
caused to em pty or flow into, or which do either 
directly or indirectly em pty or How* into the Sacra­ 
mento or San Joaquin rivers, or into any of the prin- 
cij>al tributaries of either of said rivers, a public 
uuDance. 
Vrooman introduced a b:ll appropriating $13,000 
for the im provement of the grounds of the £tate 
University ; am ending the Code of Civil Procedure 
relative to the parties in certain actions, and to cre­ 
ate a perm anent Code Commission. 
Leave of absence was grauted the Committee on 
Public Buildi gs. 
Cross offered a joint resolution askinz Congress 
for legislation on behalf cf the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Berry called up his motion to reconsider the vote 
by which S. 13. 1, to repeal the Sunday law, was 
passed. 
The Senate refused to reconsider the vete. 
S. B.*a 52, 53,54 and 55, making appropriations for 
deficiencies for the transportation of prisoners and 
insane, were rea<i a second tim e. 
S. 13 7, amen , ing the Code of Civil Procedure 
relative to bills of exception, was read a third time 
and passed. 
8. B. 10, amending Section 19 of Article X I. of 
the Constitution, s > as to perm it public improve­ 
ments to be mode before the money is collected, 
came up f r passage. 
Sullivan moved th at the bill 
be recommitted to the Committee on Judisiary, with 
instructions to amend so th at the cost m ust be esti­ 
mated and the assessment levied before the work can 
be done, bu t not requiring the money to be collected 
and paid in. 
lie urged the am endm ent in forcible 
language, reading i i supoort of hid position the ar­ 
gum ents used by Judge Hager and Charles Reynolds 
in the Constitutional Convention, as published in 
the 44 D bates aud Proceedings of the Conutitutioua! 
Convention.” 
AlcCiure and Vrooman opposed tbe amendment 
and urged the passage of the bill, claiming th a t it 
was absolutely necessary for the protection of the 
health of those cities, and th at it was demanded by 
the people of those cities, as well as of all the m uni­ 
cipalities of tbe Stst?. 
Cross, R outitr, JohDSon and 
Lynch also opposed the am endm ent and f jvored the 
passage of the bill. The motion to recom m it was 
iost aud the bill read a third tim e and made the 
special order for to day at 2 o’clock p.m. 
Joseph Van Prugue was appointed committee- 
room porter, to draw pay from the 15th instant. 
S. I». 15, relative to foreign cori»orations, and S. 
B. 45, gritnting relief to taxpayers whoso lands 
havo betu sold to the State, were read third time 
and passed. 
At 4:20 r. m. the Senate adjourned. 
Tne Assembly m et at 10 a. m., Speaker LaRue in 
the chair. 
Mofiitt 
cf Lcs 
Angeles presented a protest 
against the organization ot the new county to be 
called Orange, signed by a large num ber ol resi­ 
dents of the territory out of which the new county 
is proposed to be erected. 
Yell introduced a bill providing th at the weight 
be stam ped upon roils of b u tter and oleomargarine, 
and making a failure to comply therew ith a misde­ 
meanor. 
Terry inti educed a bill making rape punishable 
by im prisonm ent in the State Prison for not less 
than five years; and if committed upon a female 
under the age of 10 years, by death or imprisonment 
for life. 
Loverson introduced a bill which provides that 
whenever the county of Alameda shall give notice 
to the Governor th at they have provided a suitable 
Capitol for th e sessions cf the Senate and Assembly, 
with com m ittec-rooras 
and 
all proper offices 
for the convenient 
conduct 
of 
the 
public 
business 
of 
the 
State, r s also 
a 
suitable 
executive mansion, and th at 
the sr.il county 
will grant the same to the State so long as 
the scat of governm ent shall bo iocited in said 
county, tbe Governor shall cause the same to be ex­ 
amined by com petent experts, at the cost of said 
county of Alameda, and if he shall find that said 
buildings are suitable for the business of the State, 
he shall, by proclamation, declare the seat of gov­ 
ernm ent to be removed from Sacramento to Ala­ 
meda county.

ficient sureties, unless for capital offenses; 
by 
Campbell, constitutional amendment regarding the

After a short discus-ion tne am endm ent 
was lost a*:d the bill read a second time. 
Campbell introduced a proposed am endm ent to 
the Constitution, amending Section 9 of Article XII. 
so aa to read os follows: 
The State shall be divided into four districts, as 
nearly equal iu assessed valuation of property as 
practicable, in each of which a member of the S:*tc 
Board of Equalization shall be elected by the quali­ 
fied electors thereof at each gubernatorial election, 
whose term of office is f iu ry etrs.

4,Each Board of Supervisor» of the several counties 
of the State h is power under such rules of notice as 
it may prescribe, to add any unassesscd property to 
tbe assessment book, and to direct the Assessor to 
assess the same, and to increase or lower any assess­ 
m ent contained in the assessment book of tho coun­ 
ty, or any species of personal property, by clrjss, 
capable of being classified, so as to equalize the as­ 
sessm ent of the property contained in the book, and 
make the same conform to the value In money. 
44 Ihs State Board of Equalization and the Board 
of Suparvisors have such other power as may bo 
conferred upon them respectively by the Legisla­ 
ture 


44Nothing in this section contained affects Ihe 
tañare of rfflco of the present members of the State 
Board of Equalization who hold offico and exercise 
the powers hereby coM erred,until the first Monday 
after the first day of January, 1SS7.

The Assembly then took a recess until 2 p >t , and 
th e afternoon w as occupied in the reading of bills.

AN ABSURD BILL. 
Mr. English has introduced a bill in the 
Senate not to his credit. He seriously pro­ 
poses to make the fifty-two sunless and 
chilly jails of the State reformatories for 
“ the correctional discipline of juvenile 
offenders.” After providing that a part of 
each jail shall be set apart for the purpose, 
the bill proposes to erect fifty-two corree- 
tional commissions, composed of men 
not chosen because of their wisdom and 
skill in reformatory work, but selected 
from among the men elected to political 
county offices. The bill then proceeds to 
declare that any misconduct for which a 
pnpil of the public schools would be liable, 
under the Bchool law of the State, to sus­ 
pension or expulsion, may be punished 
as a misdemeanor, and the lad offending 
to be locked up in one of these fifty-two 
jails for a stated period, to associate with 
the offscourings of the street and the de­ 
praved youths whom society is preparing 
for criminal walks when they attain ma­ 
turity. All such aitempts to usurp pa­ 
rental authority, or relieve parents of 
duties and obligations, are absurd. If 
there ever was a boy worth development 
into manhood, who did not infringe some 
of the regulations for which be might have 
been suspended, pedagogic annals have 
failed to name him. The bill is worth the 
consideration given it, only as one of the 
curiosities of modern legislation. 


A PROPER AMENDMENT. 
In the Senate Mr. McClure, and in the 
Assembly Mr. Kyan have bills proposing 
an amendment to Section 1!>, of Article XI. 
of the Constitution. The section prohibits 
the prosecution, in cities, of any public 
work opon streets, where the cost is charga. 
We upon private property, until “ the 
assessment * * * shall be levied, col­ 
lected, and paid into the City Treasury 
It is proposed to eleminate from the sec­ 
tion the italicized words. 
It is a wise 
amendment and Bhould prevail. 
A San 
Francisco paper alone opposes it, and on 
purely selfish grounds, and those untenable. 
As the clause stands it is about equivalent 
to a perpetual injunction against all im­ 
portant public street work. The interior 
cities have found it to be a great injury to 
them. A single non-resident or litigious 
property owner under it can check, indefi­ 
nitely, the movement to improve a street, 
promote the public health, or secure the 
necessary repairs to a highway, or the 
works laid along it. The contractor class 
is able to care for the interests of its ow-n. 
The section insures no fnller or more cer­ 
tain notice to the property owner, and in 
no way enlarges his rights or augments 
the protection the law affords him, while 
the amendment will abridge no privilege 
now enjoyed, and circumscribe no objection 
that may be made to ’projected improve­ 
ments. 
Mr. Townsend proposes in the Assembly a meas­ 
ure to punish embezzlement with death or imprison­ 
ment. The experience of European nations with 
uvere penalties seems not to have been communi­ 
cated to Ur. Townsend. 
Till New York Pott very tereely says that the 
tariff question, like the slavery question, will not be 
settled until it is settled right. 


It is known that an effort will be made 
to legislate Messrs. Belcher, Eigerton, 
Freeman, Crane and Owen out of the 
Trusteeship of the State Library. It can 
not be urged that the public good demands 
it, or that these gentlemen have been un­ 
faithful. The real object is to obtain four 
places for party friends, such being within 
the patronage cf the Board. The B ecord- 
U nion has been the constant opponent of 
all similar schemes, without regard to 
party, and has been subjected to unfriendly 
and bitter criticism in the past from pro­ 
fessed political friends because of its course 
in that respect. It is the avowed enemy 
of the spoils system, in whatever gnise 
presented. We are not, therefore, open to 
the charge of political bias in protesting 
against the removal of the gentlemen 
named. There is no question as to their 
ability or the manner in which they have 
discharged their trust. There is no pre­ 
cedent for the action contemplated. The 
prevailing party in the Legislature of 1881 
refused to exercise the power it possessed 
to shorten the terms of the Democratic 
Trustees, and Democrats and Republicans 
stood together in defense of the re­ 
fusal. 
The Code fixes the term at 
four years. Boards were chosen in 1870 
74 78 and 1S81, and retained their ap­ 
pointees without abridgement of term, and 
no Legislature was found willing to consent 
to such au act as is now proposed, and 
which can ODly be done by mutilation of 
the Code. We have had the curiosity to 
examine the journals for a striking in­ 
stance in point. In 1S74 the Legislature 
elected three Democrats and two Republi­ 
cans to the Board, 119 legislators voting, 
requiring 60 to elect. There were seated 
42 Democrats, 38 Republicans and 38 Inde­ 
pendents. Of theee, 25 party Republicans 
and 15 Independent-llepublicans voted 
with the 42 Democrats, and the Trustees 
chosen received from 77 to 91 votes. In 
1880 the Legislature concurred iu a mi­ 
nority report of the Library Committee of 
the House, declaring that no good end waB 
to be attained by abridging the term, and 
that the power of the State ought not to 
be used to further personal ends. The 
term of the present Board does not expire 
until 1886, and it should not be disturbed 
in the meantime. It is with some hopeful 
satisfaction that in this instance Demo­ 
cratic authorities maybe cited in advocacy 
of a right principle. Acknowledging the 
necessary aid of Republicans in defeatingthe 
Library.spoils scheme in 1SS0, the Examiner 
then said, “ These gentlemen acted honor­ 
ably, and the Democrats and all other good 
citizens will not forget their action.” The 
Dixon Tribune of the 20th in3t., whose 
editor was a Democratic member in the 
session of 1881, says: “ We yield to no 
iflan in our devotion to Democratic princi­ 
ples, but we are unalterably opposed to 
any special legislation for the purpose of 
kicking out Republicans whose official con­ 
duct has been exemplary in every respect, 
and who are clearly entitled to serve out 
the full term for which they were appoint­ 
ed. As a minority member of the last 
Legislature we fought hard against this 
principle, and we propose to be consistent 
at this time by warning the Democratic 
leaders of both houses that they have do 
right to imperil the prospects of the party 
for no worthier purpose than to provide a 
comfortable position for a friend.” 
The San .Jose Times of the 20th takes 
occasion to say : “ Bills to abolish certain 
Boards, and then recreate them with 
slight modifications, do not prove the sin­ 
cerity of those who introduce and vote for 
them, yet were elected on a platform that 
condemns the degrading party contests to 
the debasiug level of a mere scramble for 
the petty offices, etc.” 
It remains to be seen how the party in 
power will act in the premises. We enter­ 
tain the hope that it will take a more en­ 
lightened view of the m atter than some of 
the legislation proposed indicates. 


A BRAVE MAN. 
The story of the attempted train 
robbery near Montello, on the Central 
Pacific Railroad, by nine armed despera­ 
does, recounts the heroism of A. Y. Ross, 
an express messenger, in terms that must 
thrill to the heart every courageous 
man. For three hours, though wounded 
and alone, the fearless man stood at his 
post fighting valiantly, and triumphing in 
the end. There appearB to have been no 
contempt of danger on his part, but the 
exhibition of deliaut courage and a mani­ 
festation of “ nerve” such as ¿•"Seldom 
seen. His heroic resistance will do more 
to deter train robbers in the future than a 
score of detectives. The deliberateness, 
persistency and boldness of the robbers 
were remarkable, and probably have few 
parallels in criminal annals. The postal 
clerks, locked in their car and but thirty 
feet distant, could have shot down the 
highwaymen had not short-Bichted policy 
left them without arms. They declare that 
they were possessed of no weapons of de­ 
fense whatever, “ not even a toothpick,” 
Of this, evidently, the robbers were aware. 
It is to be hoped that “ even a toothpick” 
will be allotcd the postal clerks hereafter ; 
possibly the exercise of that liberality may 
lead, in time, to the Government exercising 
the ordinary caution observed by the Ex­ 
press Company in arming its messenger. 
It must have been a trying ordeal for the 
clerks, compelled to stand idle and witness 
the long, heroic struggle of Roes, and pow­ 
erless to aid him. As for him, he evidently 
realized the truth that courage in danger is 
half the battle. He has so acquitted him­ 
self that all men will deem it honor to 
look him in the face and grasp the hand of 
so brave a man. 


COLLISIONS AT 8EA. 
The sinking of the Cimbria by collision 
with the Sultan in the German ccean, and 
the fearful Icsb of life resulting, makes 
prominent the fact that no really great ad­ 
vance has been made in precautionary 
measures for shipB at sea in a fog. As far 
back as 1S49, off the coast of Newfound­ 
land, the Bteamer Cambria ran down the 
ship Charles Bartlett, and some 300 lives 
were lost. That happened in an ordinary 
fog, at noon time, the steamer being seen 
by those on the sailing vessel when 400 
yards away—ample distance in which to 
have checked the speed. Since then there 
have been scores of collisions in like fegs, 
and bells, whistles and lights seem to have 
been ineffectual to make great disasters 
rare. Surely the inventive genius of the 
age should be equal to the production of 
some device, or the evolution of seme sys- 
tern by which ships can certainly warn 
each other of near approach, and by which 
the collisions at sea shall be made as nearly 
impoaeible as human agencies can effect. 


Or course no session of the Legislature could pass 
without some one introducing a bill providing for 
the renoval of the Capital. In the present instance 
it is Mr. Leverson, of San Francisco, who wishes the 
Capiotl located near his own front dooi. He does 
not appear to have quite as much intelligence con­ 
cerning the laws of the State as the minimum of 
sense would warrant, for he proposes to have the 
•* removal” feat accomplished by gubert atorial 
proclamation.

CALIFORNIA. 
The Powder Explosion at W est Berkeley 
—Further Particulars. 
Oakland, January 2 2 i—The scene at the 
giant powder works this morning is one of 
desolation and death. In the semi-circular 
excavation where the packing houses were 
located the ground is covered with debris and 
timbers. Huge rocks, thrown by the vio­ 
lence of the series of explosions, lie on all 
sides, and broken timbers and boxes testify 
to the force of the explosion. Lying on the 
ground, covered 
with 
white 
sheetr, 
are the mangled bodies of twenty-one 
Chinamen, taken from the debris. 
One 
Chinaman died last night in the temporary 
hospital. So far as known at noon to-day, 
one white man and twenty-two Chinamen 
were killed. The white man killed is Ferdi­ 
nand Kompff, Assistant Superintendent. He 
passed through the two former explosions at 
the same works, and escaped death. Yester­ 
day he could have saved himself, but re­ 
mained to try to gave the works. When the 
first explosion occurred in one of the 
packing-houses, he ran to the nitro­ 
glycerine house to turn on the water to 
extinguish the fire, to save that part of the 
property. He was killed by the explosion of 
the nitro-glycerine house. When his body 
was found, one arm was raised aB thongh to 
shield his face. There are probably the 
bodies of other Chinamen in the rains. Su­ 
perintendent Roller will organize a force of 
men this afternoon to clear away the debris 
so far as possible, in order to recover any 
bodies that may be buried under the 
rock 
or 
timber. 
It 
is 
thought 
that eight or ten bodies are in the' ruins. 
Many of the corpses are terribly mangled. 
In one place on the ground a pile of pieces of 
human bodies are placed. A piece of a China­ 
man’s cue, a part of au arm, pieces of flesh 
and bone are among the horrible relics. Some 
of the dead Chinamen were identified this 
morning. Iu most cases the mutilation was 
not such as to prevent the possibility of 
identification. Many of the bodies are minus 
a member. The arms of some are blown cff, 
and many are blackened by the powder or 
by fire. Oscar Forgofsky, the only white 
man wounded, is dying at the boarding-house 
of the works. Thirteen wounded Chinamen 
are lying in the quarters of the Chinese. 
The greater number of these will recover. 
The one mcst eerioualy wounded died 
last night. Coroner Hamilton will hold 
au inquest this evening on the gTound. 
A jury was impaneled this morning. 
The cause of the explosion still remains a 
mystery. Superintendent Roller says he has 
no theory by which the origin of the disaster 
can be explained. From the appearance of 
the ruins this morning, the first explosion oc­ 
curred in packing-hcuse No. 8, the second 
from one end of the semi-circular excavation. 
The explosions communicated to the other 
packing-houseB, of which there are ten in all, 
and to the mixing-house, the dipping-house 
and a small store-house. The three last- 
mentioned houses were apart from the exca­ 
vation iu which the packing - houses 
were. Thirteen tons of powder was 
in the store-hous?. Whether the powder in 
every one of the packing-houses exploded 
cannot yet be told, as they are all caved in 
and filled with debrip. This effect may have 
been cati-ed in some manner by the explosion 
in the neighboring packing-house. The work 
of this afternoon will probably tell, and will 
also show Eeveral bodies if any more are un­ 
der the ruins. The six-by six timbers with 
which the packing-houses were built are 
splintered in email pieces. At the ruine this 
morning were Mayor Brickwedel. Egbert 
Judson, Jam esDeFremery and Mr. Varney— 
all heavily interested in the destroyed 
works. Mr. Judson thought the explosion 
must have been caused by fire from one of 
the heating apartments. One of these was 
at each end of the packing-houses, and was 
used for beating water : but from the appear­ 
ance this morning the first explosion did not 
occur at the packing-house at this eDd, but at 
the second one. The amount of loss can not 
be ascertained. 
Ttie Teliacbapi Calam ity. 
San Francisco, January 22d.—Superin­ 
tendent Fillmore states that a full list of pas­ 
sengers cannot be obtained. A t the office in 
this city thero is a list of those only who 
started from this city. As the train went 
south passengers got on and were registered 
od the charts kept by the con ducto r, and as 
these charts have been burned there has been 
no means of learning the names of those pis- 
sengsis who boarded the train after it left 
this city, except by telegrams from friends or 
relatives of such passengers asking for news 
of them. At the general office it was not 
even known who were the train men engaged. 
The on’y men known to the Superintendent 
are Engineer Horton and Conductor B. F. 
Reed. No news had bee« received at the 
general office concerning the inquest at Log 
Angeles, and there was no theory regarding 
the cause of the accident which has not been 
before published. 
Following is the list of the dead as 
far as known at the present tim e:

Harry Connors, newsboy, badly hurt about 
the head; J. F. Cassell, San Francisco, 
slight bruises ; ex-Governor Downey, slightly;

IH E CORONER’S VIEWS. 
B a k e r s f ie l d , January 22d.—The Coroner,

a Urge crowd was there, and they had already 
pretty thoroughly investigated the asb heaps 
which represented the train.

Some coin and jewelry were 
turned over to his keeping. 
THE VERDICT OF THE CORONER’S JURY. 
Los Angeles, January 22d.—Assistant 
Superintendent Hcwott, who returned from 
the scene of the railroad disaster to-day, in 
an interview says, in answer to an inquiry 
about the Coroner’s inquest, that he was pres­ 
ent at the entire proceedings, and gives the 
verdict, which was substantially this i “ We 
find that the deceased came to their death by 
reason of the negligence of conductor B. F. 
Reed and brakeuian Jchn Patton.” “This is 
the verdict,” he says, “ but I am free 
to say that I heard nothing that in 
the least fixes the charge of negligence 
upon conductor Reed, and the testimony 
is only constructively against John Patton, 
Reed is well known here, being one of the 
mcst careful conductors on the road, and I 
have always found Patton scrupulously faith­ 
ful. Reed had gone into the station office to 
register the time of arrival and departure of 
the train, which is the duty of every con­ 
ductor. Patton got cff the car to help a 
young girl who was without attendance, and 


as it was 
late in the night and 
the 
wind blowing in gusts, he es­ 
corted her for a short distance. Meantime 
his lamp was blown out. and he entered the 
Btation to relight ik It was at this time that 
the train started down the grade. Patton 
swore that he left the brakes carefully set. as 
was his custom. The testimony of the others 
establishes the fact that the train occupied 
its accustomed space, and the general situa­ 
tion and routine were such as had always 
characterized the stoppage of a passenger 
train at that point. The wind on the morn­ 
ing of the accident was blowing in intermit­ 
tent gusts or puffs, but these would hardly 
have started the train with the brakes tightly 
set.” 
In answer to a question as to 
the cause of delay of the locomotive 
starting after the ranaway train, he 
said : “ There was no delay. It must be 
understood that a single engine can’t go down 
that grade, and it was necessary to hook on a 
lot of fiat cars, which were standing at a 
switch, in order to get a sufficient number of 
brakes to make the descent. This was at­ 
tended to without a moment’s delay. While 
the engine was hooking on to the flats 
conductor Reed telegraphed to Tulare, and 
orders came from Superintendent Pugh to 
follow and do everything possible in the 
event of an accident. The whole matter 
hinges on the fact as to whether the brakes 
were firmly set. and as to whether they had 
been tampered with.” Further investigation 
will be made on thi3 point and the result 
made known to the public. 
A Painful Rum or. 
San Francisco, January 22d.—There is a 
rumor on the street that the steamer Oregon, 
which sailed Saturday for Portland, has foun­ 
dered. The report can be traced to no au­ 
thentic source, and is discredited at the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange. The steamer should arrive 
at Portland this evening. 
The Fire at Susanrlllr. 
S csanville, January 19-h (via Reno, 
Nev., 22d).—Abeut half-past 6 o’clock this 
evening the cry of fire was again heard in our 
streets, which proved to be in the new wooden 
building occupied by H. Berryman as a 
saloon. When first discovered, the fire had 
gained such headway that it was impossible 
to save the building, and the adjoining ones 
to the east, which were burned. The room 
adjoining the saloon was the jewelry store 
and barber shop of Bassett & Bishop. Next 
to this was the saddlery shop of J. E. Malt- 
by; next was the milliner shop of Mrs. P. R. 
James, which was in a large two-3tory wooden 
building, the larger portion of tho lower floor 
being occupied by Cohen Bros , as a store for 
the sale of general merchandise. The upper 
portion of this building was unfinished. The 
occnpants of all the burned buildings saved 
a large portion of their stock in a damaged 
condition. Adjoining Berryman’s saloon on 
the west was the fireproof etore of Blum k 
Alexander, which withstood the fUmes, and 
in a measure helped to save the western por­ 
tion of the town, although the entire stock 
of Ghreen & Asher, M. Nathan and F. San­ 
ders was removed and badly damaged. The 
buildings burned belonged to Mrs. Mary 
Heap, whoEe loss was about $5,000, with no 
insurance. Cohen BroB. were insured for 
$(¡,000 in four different companies. Ghreen 
6 Asher and M. Nathan were insured. It is 
hard to estimate the entire lo38. The fire íb 
supposed ts bave caught from a defective 
chimney. There was no wind at the time, 
and the thermometer stood nearly at zero. 
The front of the Stewart House was badly 
scorched by the heat, and was saved by great 
efforts. 
Justifiable H om icide.' 
San B eenardino, January 22d.—Between 
7 and 8 o’clock this morning a man Vho has 
been around the town for a few davs, and a 
stranger, entered the house of L. Klye and 
demanded money. Klye told him he owed 
him nothing, whereupon he commenced 
striking Klye, who íh an invalid, felling him 
to the floor. Thinking hi3 life in danger, 
Klye drew his pistol and shot him dead, the 
ball taking (fleet in the throat and coming 
out back of his right ear. The dead man is 
said to have threatened Mr. Klye’a life, and, 
it is thought, was crazy. Klye gave himself 
up at once. 
Verdict o f Accidental Dcatb. 
S an B uenaventura, January 22d.—The 
inquest on the body of the woman shot yes­ 
terday showed that she was lately married, 
and nnmed Leonora A. Scoonega. 
Her 
brother, Jose Grahala, took a self-cocking 
revolver and Btood in front of her snapping 
it. After three snaps a loaded cartridge was 
struck, and the ball severed a large artery of 
the heart or lungs, killing her instant ly. She 
had only time to say, “ My God! I am 
killed.” The verdict stated that it was an 
accident, but was coupled with a strong 
censure.

NEVADA. 
Attempted Train Robbery In Nevada. 
San F rancisco, January 22d.—About 1 
o’clock tbis morning from eight to twelve 
mounted and masked men rode up to Mon- 
tello station, ICG miles west o{ Ogden, seized 
two white and half a dozen Chinese section 
men, robbed them of what valuables they bad 
on tbeir persons, and locked them up in the 
tank-house. They then awaited the arrival 
of the east-bound express trail-. which came 
in soon after. Two of the highwaymen 
jumped on the engine, overawed the engineer 
and fireman, and side-tracked the engine. 
The remainder of the gang first seized the 
train men, robbed them of what valuables 
they possessed, confined them also in the 
tank-house, and then attacked the express 
car. There they were met by a rapid fusil­ 
lade from A. Y. Ross, the express messenger. 
The fire was returned briskly, and some 
thirty shots were exchanged, when the rob­ 
bers, finding the resistance more spirited than 
they had expected, and probably fearing a 
demonstration on the part of the passengers, 
decamped. No one is known to have been 
killed or wounded. The passengers were not 
molested. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
S a lt L ake, January 22d.—from the 
through passengers who arrived in the city 
this morning from San Francisco, the follow­ 
ing particulars are obtained of a daring at­ 
tempt to rob the Central Pacific passenger 
train : At 1 o’clock tbia_ morning, while the 
east-bound passenger train was watering and 
coaling at Montello, a short distance from 
Toano, a masked road agent suddenly sprang 
into the cab of the eDgine, and, holding a 
cocked revolver to the head of the engineer, 
commanded him to keep his hands off the 
throttle valye on pain of death. The engi­ 
neer being unarmed, and seeing no chance 
to effect an escape or to successfully 
grapple with the rascal, quietly folded 
his arms and awaited developments. Simul­ 
taneously with the capture of the engineer 
another masked and armed man sprang from 
the shade of an adjoining building and pro­ 
ceeded to the express car. Cloeely following 
this man came four others, all of them mak­ 
ing for the point to which the first robber had 
led the way. Arriving at the express car, 
one of the maskers rapped at the door, while 
the others stood around ready to enter upon 
the door opening. The messenger, Alexander 
Y, Ross, unconscious of the danger which 
threatened him, threw back the oar door, but 
instantly closed it, having taken in the situa­ 
tion at a glance. The balllei maskers, en­ 
raged by the action of the messenger, called 
upon him to open the door or they would 
kill him. The brave fellow sang out, “ Kill 
and be d—d to you. You don’t get in here.” 
They then called to him to throw out the 
treasure boxes, and threatened to fire the car 
and toast him offt if be refused. Meanwhile 
Ross was busy piling up a barricade against 
the car door, and haying done that grabbed 
a loaded rifle and a brace of revolvers and 
told the road agents, “ Come íd , if you dare.” 
The response was a hail of bullets, some of 
which passed through i)is car door, one of 
them striking ltoss on the left hind and 
wounding his two fingers. The messenger 
immediately returned the pomplitpent, firing 
through the door and emptioy his revolvers 
and rifle. “ Come out," yelled the infuriated 
maskers, but Ross refused to do anything of 
the kind, and instead thereof kept up a 
steady fire through the car door whenever he 
beard a noise that indicated the presence of 
a masker, Another volley from outside rid­ 
dled the car door, and one ball itrupk the 
messenger in the left side, inflicting a serious 
wound- Still the brave fellow held out, and 
kept up his fire whenever he heard noises 
around the car. Finally, finding it useless to 
ask him to surrender, the robbers got together 
a lot of wood and inflammable material, piled 
it up under the car and set fire to it, intend­ 
ing to bnrn the car and Ross in it. Before 
the firs coqld burn the jobbers became fright­ 
ened, and drew cff into the darkness qnd dis­ 
appeared, without molesting the passengers 
or getting away with any money, except a 
small Bum taken frcm the conductor and 
brakemen, who had been captured by two of 
thy gang while the ethers were attempting 
to rob the express car. 
Being relieved 
from restraint by the robbers, the conductor, 
brakemen and others went back to the ex­ 
press car, where they found Ross lying be­ 
hind his barricade, wcr,nded as above men­ 
tioned, and still grasping his revolver in his 
uninjured hand. He was made as comforta­ 
ble as possible, and the train soon afterward 
pulled out for Ogden. At the time of the 
attack the passengers were all asleep, and but 
for the reports of fire-arms none of them 
would have known of the attempted robbing. 
When it became known that road agents had 
captured the train a scene of wild uonfuaion 
fallowed, but the fears of all were allayed 
when the a inductor, released from restraint, 
entered the cars and announced that the 
trouble was over, and that the robbers had 
fled. The train arrived at Ogden about an 
boor and a half behind time. Ross was 
taken to his home and the beet of sugical aid 
provided. His wounds, while severe, are not 
necessarily fatal. There is no doubt but this 
is the band of robbers who have fortified 
themselves in Granite mountain, Utah, and 
who have been raiding the settlements for 


several months. The passengers on the way­ 
laid train send a card to the Tribune, testify­ 
ing to the heroism of Ross, and give him 
credit for saving the train. 
Robbery and Murder In Nevada. 
San F rancisco, January 22d.—A dispatch 
to Wells, Fargo & Co. from Carson says the 
store at Gold Mountain was robbed Thursday 
or Friday night by mounted and masked 
men, and the proprietor and two clerks killed. 
The road agents then went to the store at 
Silver Peak and robbed it, killing the pro­ 
prietor and one clerk. Two of the robbers 
were also killed. Gold Mountain and Silver 
Peak are in southwestern Nevad», distant 
from telegraphic commanication. 
[SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
Carson (Nev.), January 221.—Intelligence 
was received here to-night that on Friday 
last a most horrible mnrder was committed 
at Gold Mountain, Esmeralda county, a place 
about thirty miles from Candelaria. It is 
said that five men rode into the camp, ent -i- 
iDg the store of a Sclavonian named Chido- 
vich, and without a word of warning began 
firing at the proprietor and bis assistants. 
The firing lasted for two or three minutes, 
resulting in the deat!} cf Chidovich and his 
clerk, the severe wounding of another assist­ 
ant, and the death of two of the robbers, 
the latter having the appearance of 
cowboys. 
The store was then ran­ 
sacked by the surviving robbers, the 
booty amounting to considerable. 
The 
wounded man crawled a distance cf about 
eight miles and gave the alarm. A porse of 
men started for the scene of the atrocity, 
but before they ai rived there the three sur­ 
viving scoundrels had been at Silver Peak, a 
camp thirty miles from Gold Mountain, 
where they entered another store, killing the 
proprietor and his two cieiks, the names of 
whom are yet unknown. There they siso 
got off with a large sum of money and other 
valuables. These robbers are well mounted 
and armed. That section of the country is 
being scoured f( r them by determined meD, 
who will make short work of the robbers if 
caught.

Assassinated In Ills Own Dooryard. 
S alt L ake, January 221.—A Park City 
special to the Tribune to-night B ays a myste­ 
rious murder occurred in that "place at 9 
o’clock this morning, the victim being Wm.

A double-barreled 
shotgun was found in a cowshed near by, 
which is supposed to be the weapon used. 
Walker was a Mormon, and leaves two wives.

McCarty was brought to 
Salt Lake and admitted to the Hospital of 
the Holy Cross last evening.

P o r t l a n d, January 221.—The Orcoonian's 
Weeksville (Montana) special says': List 
night Edward Ennright, a gambler, was 
shot dead by a carpenter named Blakes- 
lea. He had been drunk and noisy all day, 
because his mistress had been ordered ont of 
towD.

Saturday night the vigilantes proceeded to 
Thompson River and cleared the place of 
roughs. They then went forward to Sand 
Point, where they found two of them, called 
“ Dick the Barber” and “ Ohio Dan.” They 
brought the pair to within two miles of here 
and hanged them to separate trees. Both 
made confessions that they were guilty, and 
had committed enough depredations to have 
been hanged long ago.

MURDER. 


The Mezicac, Antonio Aguilar, who was 
■tabbed in the stomach on Saturday by 
Rosalio Ybarra, died yesterday about 2:30 
p. M. from the effects of the w ound. 
The 
details of the assault and the arrest of the 
assailant were published in the K eco rd -U n io n 
yesterday. Ybarra made a statement, after 
be was taken to the Police Station, in the 
presence of several witnesses, and which was 
taken down in shorthand by Coart Reporter 
Davis. The snbstacce of the statement is as 
follows: 
He is a native of Mexico, aged 19 years. 
He 
and Aguilar 
were workiDg on the 
wharf, at the foot of N street, unload­ 
ing 
lumber 
from a 
barge, 
and 
were 
earning $2 25 each per day. The men re­ 
ceived their wages on the afternoon of Satur­ 
day, and the prisoner walked over to where 
Aguilar was) standing, and said : “ Now, my 
friend, I wi-h you to pay me that little bill 
you owe me.'’ I t was 95 cents, and he said 
he wonld not pay it until a silk handkerchief 
was returned which he gate to the prisoner. 
The prisoner replied that he could not retnrn 
the handkerchief, and again demanded the 95 
cents. 
A quarrel ensued, and then Aguilar 
struck the prisoner with his fist on the side of 
the head twice. 
The prisoner then walked 
away about 200 yards and felt in his pocket, 
where he fonnd a knife, and he then returned 
and again demanded the money from the 
wounded mar, who refused it, again striking 
the 
prisoner 
twice. 
He then 
Btabbed 
Aguilar, and when he saw the blood on the 
knife he was scared. He then went to bis 
home on the alley between Third and Fourth, 
M and N streets, where be hid the knife 
under the woodhouse, and left for the rail­ 
road depot and took the train and went to 
Davisville, where he was arrested. He had 
a difficulty with the wounded man about five 
weeks sgo and was threatened with a hatchet 
in the hands of the wounded man. The 
prisoner stated there were fifteen or twenty 
men standing on the wharf, but lie could not 
tell their names, for he had not been in the 
city long, but the “ bees,” Jose Barras, and 
a man named Jose Soto were present. 
The deceased, Aguilar, made a statement 
in the presence of Chief Karcher and several 
others, which was reduced to writing and 
signed in the presence of witnesses. 
He 
Baid 
he 
felt very 
sick, but 
did not 
know whether 
he 
would 
die 
cr not. 
He had borrowed $5 from Rosalio Ybarra 
and bad paid Mm all but 95 cents. He had 
been importuned and bothered for the bal­ 
ance. He gave Ybarra a silk handkerchief, 
but asked him to return it. He had called 
Ybarra names when asked for the money, 
but did not strike him. All he did when 
atabbed was to put bis hands to his stomach. 
The statement of deceased that he did not 
strike Ybarra is corroborated by witnesses. 
Coroner Clark summoned a jury last even­ 
ing. They met at 7 o’clock, and after view­ 
ing the body they were excused until 7 o’clock 
this evening, A poet mortem examination 
will be held to-day, hence the postponement 
of the inquest. 
When Chief Karcher informed the pris­ 
oner last eveniog that the wounded man 
was dead, he expressed himself as sorry, and 
Baid he did not intend to kill him. He 
showed no feeling, and was cool and com­ 
posed. The prisoner, although but 19 years 
of age, has served a term in San Quentin, 
having been sent from Alameda county for 
two years for stealing a watch and chain in 
Oakland. 
He served one year and ten 
months, when he received his discharge. 


C ity T ru s te e s .—The Board of City Trus­ 
tees met yesterday in regular session, all the 
members present. The minutes of last meet­ 
ing read and approved, 
1 be report of Mark 
Foster, Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
was received and ordered on file. 
It shows 
that the pumps were in operation 135 hours 
daring the preceding week, pumping 10.744,­ 
000 gallons of water. Onr ecommeodatiin of 
tbe Street Commissioner the petition of prop­ 
erty owners on O street, between Eighteenth 
and Twentieth street?, for a sidewalk, was 
granted and the City Surveyor was ordered to 
giro the necessary grades. 
A resolution was 
passed petitioning the Legislature to pass and 
submit to a vote of the people, as soon as may 
be, the proposed amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion, striking out from Section 19 of Article 
X I, all of the first sentence which now reads 
thus: 
“ Nopublic work or improvements, 
of any description whatever, Bhati be done or 
made in any city, in, upon or about the streets 
thereof, or otherwise, the oost and expense of 
which is made chargable, or may be assessed 
upon private property by special assessment, 
unless an estimate of such cost and expensa 
shall be made, and an assessment, in propor­ 
tion to benefits, en the property to be affected 
or benefited, shall bo levied, collected and 
paid into the city treasury before such work 
or improvement shall be commenced, or any 
contract for letting or doing the same author­ 
ized or performed." A large number of bills 
were allowed, after which the Board ad- 
curned.

THE WALDEN TRIAL. 


The trial of the perjury case of the People 
vs. Miner Walden was resumed in the Supe­ 
rior Court yesterday. R H. Mackall. who 
was indicted with Williams for stealing the 
cattle and accompanied Williams on the trip 
to Modesto, was the first witness examined. 
He testified mainly as Williams had, but said 
that Monday morning, on the day on which 
Walden said he Baw Williams in Modesto, 
Williams left him near Farmington, San 
Joaquin county, saying he was going to Mo­ 
desto, and that he returned that evening and 
said he had been there, and that they drove 
the cattle through that night. 
The 
prosecution 
proposed 
to 
show 
that they had 
been surprised with the 
witness' testimony; 
that he 
had stated 
in a confession 
in July, 1881, in the 
presence 
of 
several 
gentlemen, 
that 
he was with Williams all the time, and they 
did not arrive at Modesto until subsequent 
to that Monday, and that while he had testi­ 
fied as he Jid now at the preliminary exam­ 
ination of Walden, yet afterwards, before the 
Grand Jury, his testimony agreed with the 
confession. 
The Court held that as the witness had 
once before testified as he did now, there 
could be no surprise in it, aod that they could 
not be permitted to contradict him. 
Mr?. Harriet Drais testified as her hus­ 
band had, to seeing Williams aad Mackall at 
her place near Farmington, shortly before tbe 
arrest. Erastun Marion Powell was called, and 
testified that he sought Walden at Modesto 
and brought him to Williams’ at the latter s 
instance, as Williams had testified, but could 
not fix the date. T. W. Messick and J. B. 
Messick testified that they saw Williams and 
Oscar Lyon near Walden s ranch on 
ednes- 
d»y. aod T. W. Messick testified that he saw 
the cattle on Wednesday. Samuel Miller 
testified as to distances along the route on 
which the cattle wers driveD. This testi­ 
mony was to show that Williams could not 
have made the trip from near Farmington to 
Modesto and back in the time testified to by 
Mackall. The Court adjourned until 10 A. 
si. to-day.

DOMESTIC NEW S. 


The C old sn ap . 
C h e y en n e (Wy. T.). Janutry 221.—The 
recent cold snap of four days’ duration was 
one of the coldest in the history of the Terri­ 
tory. The mercury ranged from zero to 353 
below, with a slight wiccL The fall of snow 
is light, so that winter-cured grass, on which 
cattle and sheep feed while roaming the 
plain?, was net covered. The animals can 
withstand any temperature while feed is 
abundant. The losses are scarcely sufficient 
to notice, only a few sickly calves in each 
herd succumbed. Sheep Buffered none. The 
snow ib melting to-day, which is goed for the 
cattle that drifted in from the frozen streams 
out on the plains. Thirty millions of dollars 
are invested in this Territory in cattle, sheep 
and horses, and as these live out of doorB all 
the year the weather is an important matter. 
Stock-gruwers are pleased with the satis­ 
factory outcome of the storm, 
C h icag o , January 22d.—The intense cold 
which has prevailed the past three days con­ 
tinues this morning. The thermometer at 8 
o’clock was 23° below zero. The streets are 
nearly deserted. Railroad travel is greatly 
impeded, and the snow Í3 packed in heavy 
drifts, through which trains force their way 
with two engines, and are arriving hours be­ 
hind time. The cold wave is moving East 
slowly, and is succeeded by much warmer 
weather, the thermometer being fifteen de­ 
grees higher at Omaha than at Chicago. On 
the roads running west great damage has 
been inflicted on etock-owners who hail hogs 
in transit. The biting wind of Saturday 
night froze many to death, and they huddled 
so closely together that many were emoth- 
ered. A t the etock-yards a large number of 
hogs, held for an advance in price, suffered in 
the same way. The losses are quite large. 
Reports from Illinois and Indiana and south­ 
ern Wisconsin show the raDge of the ther- 
momoter Saturday and Sunday from fifteen 
to forty degrees below. 
C le v e la n d (O.), January 223.—The ther­ 
mometer fell fifty-two degrees in thirty-six 
hours, and this morning stood at 3° below 
zero, promising to fall lower. A furious gale 
prevailed last night.

FOREIGN NEW S. 


The C im bria D isaster. 
H am burg, 
January 22d.—The steamer 
Cimbria stands upright, her top-yards being 
just visible at high tide. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
L o n d o n , January 22d.—The C im bria had 
eight boats, four large ones and four small 
ones. These could not poesibly accommodate 
the 477 people aboard, even if they had had 
ample time to embark. The large boats have 
been known on a pinch to hold forty men 
and the smaller boats perhaps twenty or 
thirty men, so that at most only 2SQ persons 
conld have got into the boats. There was no 
time to rig rafts or other contrivances cf the 
kind ; there was no time to get half the boats 
afloat. The boats always contained a supply 
of fresh water, and barrels of bread were kept 


ready in case of emergency. The crew were 
drilled for action in time of accident, and to 
go to their fixed place when necessity occurs. 
Each boat had a mast and a B et of sails, so 
that its crew would not be entirely d-pendent 
on oars. The boats were strongly made and 
conld stand a great deal of rough weather. 
The r umber of passengers missing ia 363; 
known to be eafe. 32 ; crew miesiDg, 71; crew 
known to be safe, 21 ; missing all told, 434 ; 
safe so far as knowr. 53. This is as far as the 
lists go. and makes the whole number on 
board 487, instead of 480. The slight discrep­ 
ancy with the figures given in the pre-s dis­ 
patches leads to the hope that more names of 
the saved may yet be received.

N ew Y o rk . January 22d.—The agents of 
the steamer Cimbria received the following 
dispatch this morning from the Hamburg 
agency : Our steamship Hatuerhas returned 
from the c-uise. Saw the wreck Cimbria, 
four miles northeast of Barknm light, ship 
with head to northwest and topsail yards 
above water.

Deatli o f E m peror W illiam 's B roth er. 
N ew Y o rk , January 221.—The Herald's 
Berlin dispatch says: A t 2 o’clock this after­ 
noon died Prince Carl, the Emperor’s only 
remaining brother, in his eighty-second year. 
The Emperor was informed at eleven o’clock 
of his brother’s approaching end, and went to 
him, staying for a long time and weeping un­ 
til led away by order of the physicians. 
At 
half-past one the Emperor aud Empress vis­ 
ited the dying Prince, in order to take with 
him the holy sacrament, but the weak condi­ 
tion of the dying man prevented his partak­ 
ing of it. 
The Court Pastor, Koogel, then 
prayed with their Majesties at the bedside, 
during which time Prince Carl died. 
The 
Emperor returned to his Palace crushed with 
grief. Much anxiety is felt for the aged Em­ 
peror, whose sorrow at the loss of his brother, 
four years younger than himself, may have 
serious consequences.
